LONG BEACH, Nov. 27.—-With the 
closing of the fish-packing companies 
on the Long Beach Harbor today for 
the present season, astounding fig- 
ures have been given out bearing 
upon the most successful season in 
the history of tuna and algicore can- 


twelve canneries, have disposed of 
10,000 tons of fish caught by a fleet 
of 200 boats since last June. The | 
field of operations has covered a ter- 
ritory from San Diego to Santa Bar- 
bara. The best fishing was encoun- 
tered off the Santa Cruz Islands, now 
known as the “fishermen’s paradise.” 
The heaviest catches of albicore in the 
history of fishing in Southern Cali- 
fornia have been made this season. 

A total expenditure of $1,600,000 
has been made by the combined ex- 
changes in carrying on the industry 
for the six months season. Starting out 
with a market price of $35 a ton, the 
fish brought $75 a ton toward the 
close of the season, owing to a late 
demand for the product. 

Nearly a thousand fishermen hired 
to man the fleet of fishing boats in 
the employ of the canning companies, 
were paid $200,000 in wages.

The 1000 members of the first and 
largest orchestra for young children 
in the world eagerly mastered the 
technicalities of the march, which has 
a fascinating rhythm and the power- 
ful appeal of martial music. 

The children in the orchestra are 
from 6 to 12 years old, and Mr. 
Ascher’s march is the best beloved of 
all the music they have learned dur- 
ing the five years that orchestras have 
been a factor in the Los Angeles 
schools. 

For six years Miss Jones conducted 
an orchestra in the Grand-avenue 
school, where she was a_ teacher. 
Five years ago the Board of Educa- 
tion appointed her director of or- 
chestras and she immediately began 
the task of organizing in the ele- 
mentary schools. Ninety-four schools 
are actively at work and the fame of 
their success has resulted in introduc- 
ing orchestras in the elementary 
schools. of the United States. 

Any child in Los Angeles who has 
any kind of an inetrument can ioin 
the orchestra and have the training 
free of cost. Need for instruments in- 
creases every year. and anv instru- 
ment not In use would be an accepta- 
ble gift to schools, both in org*niz- 
ing and maintaining the orchestras. 
At schools where there is a larce at-

Few persons realize the quantity of 
rice grown in California evéry year. 
It was only three years ago that rice 
was planted tn commercial quantities 
in this State, 1400 acres being utilized 
in the Sacramento Valley for that pur- 
pose. In 1913 the total) cultivation 
was 6000 acres, and ith 1914, 16,000 
acres were set out to rice in Cali- 
fornia. During the present year, vast 
stretches of land in Kern county have 


no less than 1,000,000 bags. 

Japan rice is practically the only 
variety grown, as fully 90 per cent. 
of the annual crop is of that grade. 
Large quantities of California ricé are 
now on their way to eastern cities and 
no inconsiderable amounts are shipped 
to Havana, Porto Rico and South 
America. A total valution of $3,500,- 
000 would not be out of the way for 
the 1915 crop of rice. 

Farmers have been able to com-

= to apprehend those who are alleged 

to be in the game of purchasing and 
disposing of the various issues of 
counterfeit money, suppésed to have 
been issued by the Huerta, Villa and 
Carranza governments in Mexico, is 
likley to put a crimp in the industry. 

A third arrest, in connection with 
that of William Taylor and Frank 
Sawyer of the Los Angeles Van, Truck 
and Storage Company, doing business 
at No. 822 South Spring street, was 
made yesterday by Secret Service 
Agent Hazen. The man is Warren 
Thurlow, who says he is a traveling 
salesman of the St. Louis Saddle Ma- 
chine Works, which has selling agents 
in this city and along the Pacific 
Coast. Thurlow was > aaa up at the 
Orth apartments, ®% 125 South 
Grand avenue. 

Thurlow Was arraigned before Com- 
missioner Hammack yesterday and 
the preliminary hearing set for Fri- 
day, December 10. In the meanwhile 
all three men are at liberty on bail 
of $500 each. Fernando Lobo, Vice- 
Consul of the Carranza government, 
was on hand to assist in the prosecu- 
tion and announced that his superior 
officers will do all possible to appre- 
hend those who are known to have 
recently dealt with counterfeit Mex- 
ican peso notes in this city and vicin- 
ity, and it is believed that quite a 
traffic has been carried on. 

Taylor and Sawyer have been under 
suspicion for some.time, and they 
were caught red-handed, declares 
Secret Service Agent Hazen, who sent 
a number of Mexicans to the South 
Spring-street place to buy a lot of the 
“money.” Arrangements were made 
for the sale of $21,000 worth of the 
stuff at prices ranging from 6 to 8 
cents on the peso (dollar,) and the 
goods were being delivered to the 
“planted” purchasers when the arrests 


-| of Taylor and Sawyer were made. On 


the person of Taylor there wag found 
a package of 329 twenty-peso notes, 
representing a face value of $6580; on 
Sawyer, 390, representing a face value 
of $7800—or $14,380 In all. 

It is claimed by Mr. Hazen that 
Thurlow admits the purchase of the 
notes, saying that he secured them at 
Douglas, Ariz., paying 4 cents a peso 


oo | for them. He alleges that he did not 


know they were counterfeit. Mr. 
Hazen says they were probably print- 
ed either at E!] Paso or San Antonio. 
The establishment where Sawyer 
and Taylor were found advertises that 
it is the authorized agent of the 
Southwestern Steamship Company, 
and it is sald that quite a number of 
persons, Mexicans and Americans, 
have recently laid in a supply of the 
counterfeits to do business with below 
the boundary line. 
The action of the government is
